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Senior Boys* Camp-Conference 

Lake Junaluska, June 25 to July 6, 1920 

One of the first things asked £or by the Superintendent ot the Intermediate-Senior 
Department, when he came to headquarters, was a Camp-Conference for older boys. 

Any one who has gone camping knows what fun it is, and a conference of picked 
boys on a beautiful lake in the mountains offers about the best outing one can imagine. 



Lake Junaluska 

Lake Junaluska is situated in the Blue Ridge Mountains, twenty-five miles from 
Asheville, N. C, on the Asheville and Murphy Branch of the Southern Railway, be- 
tween Asheville and Waynesville, and oilers an ideal spot for a camp. The varied 
shore line of the lake is five miles in length, and Eagle's Nest, Mt. Junaluska, and 
Piatt's Balsam mirror themselves against the background of blue sky in a lake which 
offers abundant opportunities for swimming, rowing, and various water sports. 

The Camp- Conference 

The Senior Boys' Camp-Conference is not an ordinary vacation camp, but it is to be 
a real training camp where recreation and work are joined in a well-balanced, help- 
ful, attractive program. 

The Intermediate-Senior Department of the General Sunday School Board is pro- 
moting this Camp as a model and as a Training Conference for boys from fifteen to 
seventeen years of age. 




All o£ the work and play is educational, and the recreational and service activities 
of the local Sunday school will be kept in mind. 

The boys themselves will be given a large part in planning their own program of 
activities under expert leaders. 

One aim of the Camp-Conference is to teach these older boys to be leaders in their 
home schools. 

Some of the outstanding boys' workers in the South have been secured as group 
leaders. 

The boys will be housed in army tents or huts with an adult group leader for each 
eight or ten boys, who will eat, sleep, work, and play with the boys and be a friend 
and companion. 

Recreation 

Ample opportunities will be afforded tor wholesome recreation, including swimming, 
boating, mountain-climbing, athletic sports, and all kinds of outdoor games. 

The mornings will be spent largely in a well-arranged program of activities and 
work, and the afternoons will be given over to athletics and recreation. In the eve- 
ning the Camp Circle will be a strong feature.

Directions for Reaching the Camp 



Buy a round-trip ticket to Lake Junaluska by way of Asheville, N. C. At Ashe- 
ville take the Asheville and Murphy Branch of the Southern Railway for Lake Juna- 
luska, which is about an hour's run. 




Railroad Fare 

We hope regular summer excursion tickets will be on sale. Inquire of your local 
agent regarding special rates to Lake Junaiuska or Asheviile. 

Cost of the Camp 

The Registration Fee of $2 is required in advance to cover privileges of the grounds 
and preliminary arrangements. As the number of boys is limited, we will take them 
in the order in which the applications and registration fees are received. 

Board will cost $15 for the twelve days, payable upon arriving at Camp or in ad- 
vance; $5 for incidentals will be an abundance — making a total of $22 plus railroad 
fare. Boys should not be permitted to bring much money to the Camp. 

Boys must be recommended by the pastor or the superintendent of the Sunday 
school, as provided for on Application Blank. 

Any boy between fifteen and seventeen years of age who is in harmony with the 
purpose and spirit of the Camp is welcome. 

Equipment and Baggage 

Do not bring too much baggage. Necessary: Walking shoes, shirts, trousers, un- 
derwear, two blankets or quilts (as nights are cold), handkerchiefs, towels, toothbrush, 
comb, soap, bathing suit, drinking cup. Optional: Raincoat, pillow, musical instru- 
ment. Secure khaki trousers, shirt, and leggings, if possible. Boy Scout suit or army 
clothes are O. K. 

Camp Rules 

Camp rules will be as few and lenient as possible, but very strict in enforcement.
